counting by dealers, *hich the Fuel 
Administration wishes -o reduce to a 
uniform basis, in order to make com- 
parisons of cost without injustice to 
anyone. Uniform cost sheets ire be- 
ing prepared for distribution to deal- 
ers, who are required to furnish re- 
ports xnontfclv,' or at any time these 
aie desired by the Fuel Administra- 
tion at Washington or State Fuel Ad- 
ministrators. 


Coal confiscated by railroads 
for 


their own nse mar be purchased from 
the owner at the pric< under which 
It was consigned when confiscated, if 
this is not above the figure set by tbe 
^President. Exception .must bt; made 
when it has been consigned under a 
contract that would sland in court, 
made before the presidential order, in 
which case the railroad roust pay the 
Hgner figure if it wints the coal. 


An assignment of'a contract for the 


sale of coal, when made after tbe 
President's order applicable lo the 
price of Uie coal covered by the con- 
tract, will be created as an actual 
sale of coal.
